Just days before the Oct. 27 
municipal election, the Town 
of Fort Erie and four of its 
councillors are facing a 
$10-million lawsuit launched 
by the Molinaro Group. 

In the suit filed last week 
against the town, which 
names councillors Paul 
Collard, John Hill, Don 
Lubberts and Bob Steckley, 
the Molinaro Group alleges 
the defendants have commit¬ 
ted a breach of trust and made 
efforts to hinder the project. 
In December of last year; the 
Molinaro Group backed out of 
its 12-storey condominium 
project after Fort Erie council 
denied the developers an exten- 

The Molinaro Group, a 
Burlington- based development 
company, had low sales and 
asked council to extend a dead¬ 
line to June 2015 from Dec. 31, 
2013 to allow for more time to 
sell condo units. The agreement 
allowed the Molinaro Group to 
walk away from the project in 
December with no conse¬ 
quences if less than 45 units had 
been sold. 

After the request was denied, 
the Molinaro Group scrapped 
the project

Martin says the Molinaro Group ‘has the right to recoup costs’ 


“I teamed about the law¬ 
suit last Thursday at about 4 
p.m.,” Fort Erie Mayor Doug 
Martin. 

The lawsuit against the 
four councillors and the 
town comes as "no surprise” 
to him. "I was expecting this 
at some point.” 

Martin said town staff 
knew when the developer 
wasn’t given an extension, 
that decision would likely 
result in a lawsuit. 

According to Martin, the 
Molinaro Group was a “great 
partner” with the 
town and has the 
right to recoup 

losses.” 

“And that’s what 
they are doing” 

Martin added. 

The town has 
insurance to cover 
the claims on 
behalf of the four 
councillors, but 
they will be 
required to pay 
their own expens¬ 
es should the 
Molinaro Group 
win the case. 

Martin said he 
is "frustrated” over 
how the condo¬ 
minium project 
unfolded. 

“After 30 years 
(in municipal poli¬ 
tics), it’s very dis- 
appointingto leave 
with a council that 
seems to have 
frustrated almost 
every developer in 
the Town of Fort 
Erie." 

Collard, Hill, 

Lubberts and 
Steckley said the 


lawsuit wouldn’t affect their 
decision to campaign in the 
Oct. 27 municipal election. 
Collard, Hill and Lubberts 
are seeking reelection in 
their wards while Steckley 
has his sights set on a seat at 
regional council. 

Collard said town staff has 
instructed them not to com- 

“I can say that I will never 
change my campaign—not 
at all,” he said. 

Collard said there was no 
malicious intent against the 


Molinaro Group or the con¬ 
dominium project. 

"I never supported the 
project (from the beginning), 
but I was outvoted on it— 
everything that came to 
council,” Collard said. 

Collard said the Molinaro 
Group “had received all town 
approvals and a favourable 
ruling at the Ontario 
Municipal Board.” 

“First and foremost, I think 
it needs to be understood 
that all approvals for that 
project had been approved 


including the site plan," Hill approve it. 


said. 

“I don't believe there were 
any issues preventing the 
Molinaro Group from selling 
units and doing what they 
needed to do,” Hill added. 

When the Molinaro Group 
asked for an extension, 
Steckley said the develop¬ 
ment company asked for an 
open-ended date and coun¬ 
cil voted against it. 

"They came back to us 
and asked for an 18-month 
extension and council didn’t 


'The fact that we didn’t 
give them an extension didn't 
prevent the project from 
going forward. It was them 
(The Molinaro Group) that 
decided to pull out of the 
project.” 

Following a closed session 
meeting, Steckley made a 
motion to give the develop¬ 
ment company an eight- 
month extension, but it was 
rejected by council. 

“I wouldn’t grant them 18 
months, but I would have 


granted them eight months 
— one more summer sea¬ 
son," Steckley said. “But that 
was voted down, and Martin, 
(Stephen) Passero and (Rick) 
Shular voted against that.” 

Lubberts would not com¬ 
ment on the lawsuit. 

“All I can say is that I have 
spoken with our CAO, Tom 
Kuchyt and all comments 
(about the lawsuit) will be 
through him,” Lubberts said. 
“This is a town matter and I 
will leave it at that.”

Mary McLelland-Papp, of the Fort Erie 
Historical Railway Association, says 
the CN6218 is the signature artifact 
at the Fort Erie Railroad Museum at 
400 Central Ave in Fort Erie. The 
steam engine locomotive was built in 
1942 and serves as a reminder of 
Fort Erie’s railroad history when the 
community boasted the third largest 
rail yard in Canada. It was built for 
Canadian National Railways by 
Montreal Locomotive Works as part of 
Canadian National’s war effort. It was 
uniquely constructed for war time 
service with speed for troop and pas¬ 
senger runs and power to haul equip¬ 
ment and freight. It was one of 203 
great Northern type 4-8-4 engines 
built for CN and they represented the 
pinnacle of steam engineering and 
design. There are six such engines 
left in Canada today. In 1971, the 
Town of Fort Erie lobbied to bring the 
locomotive to town and care for it. 

The locomotive is in need of repair 
and the Railway Historical Museum is 
looking for volunteers and donations 
to assist in its refurbishment. For 
more information about how to get 
involved e-mail 6218@cogeco.ca.

Former Niagara police chief addresses crowd at leadership summit 




“I struggled through my 
entire tenure as CAO but I 
came out determined and 
with strength which ulti¬ 
mately led me to the deci¬ 
sion to apply for the chief’s 
Job,” she told the audience.

Despite dissension 
amongst many rank and file 
members, Wendy Southall 
vowed to strike a formidable 
pose as the first female chief 
of the Niagara Regional 
Police.

The Downy woodpecker is a ‘familiar sight’ in Fort Erie 


It’s an active little bird, 
the Downy woodpecker. 

It is a familiar sight at 
many of our Fort Erie bird 
feeders. I have seen them 
among flocks of chicka¬ 
dees and yes, even nut¬ 
hatches. It apparently gets 
along with many birds its 
own size. However, the 
Blue Jay and other large 
birds will disperse them. 
We used suet in a wire 
mesh at the Sherkston 
farm to attract this acro¬ 
batic forager. His tappings 
with its sharp beak for 
insects in trees is com¬ 
monly heard. It’s not loud 
but very repetitive. 

A small black-and-white 
woodpecker with the red 
patch on the back of its 
head it’s at home on tiny 
branches or balancing on 
slender plant galls. Watch 
them fly. 

Their rising-and-fall 
flight style is distinctive of 
many woodpeckers, I 
believe. Remember that its 
cousin, the Hairy wood¬ 
pecker is a litde larger. Try 
to tell the difference. It’s 
not easy. 

I recall some time ago 
Nancy Cook of Fort Erie 
who e-mailed me about 
sighting a Fox snake near 
St.Paul’s church. It’s a 
beautiful snake as I recall. 
It’s indigenous to our area. 

However, I have seen 
only a few. Once you have 
seen a Fox snake you won’t 
forget it. Like the Black 
snake it grows to a great 
length up to 180 cm. That’s 
almost six feet! The few I 
have seen were about half 
that length. There are large 
dark colourful blotches on 
its body. Unfortunately in 
Pennsylvania they resem¬ 
ble venomous 

Copperheads. I am told 
that Fox snakes can vibrate 
their tail when excited and 
that imitates the sign of a 
ratder. It is not venomous. 
It eats rats and mice and 
therefore is beneficial. It is 
protected by provincial 
law. Nancy believes she 
would just have you look 
and leave it alone. I agree. 

RickDoanfromRidgeway 
came upon 12snakes on 
the Friendship Trail a few 
weeks ago. One was a dead 


Milk snake run over by a 
vehicle, the others were 
Garter snakes or were 
they? Not so. Rick used a 
stick to move a larger one 
off the Trail. It responded 
in lashing out at him. Rick 
took a movie of this angry 
serpent. He sent me the 
movie. I said garter snake. 
Not so. It was a DeKay

snake or Brown snake. 

Note: Ernie Giles has 
returned To Fort Erie. 
Ernie is one of the most 
knowledgeable natural¬ 
ists I know. I told him 
about Rick’s DeKay 
snake. 

He said, “Strange. I 
grew up with the Dekay 
snakes. There were plen¬ 


ty around as a child. I kept 
one in my pocket for days. 
We called them Brown 
snakes. I don’t recall them 
being aggressive.’’ Any 
one have some input?

From the gardener’s journal: beauty in sustainability 


What a wonderful week of 
catching up and cleaning up 
in the great outdoors and 
chatting with friends and 
neighbours as we seem to 
prepare for cooler times. 

I have this debate with 
myself: I love spring and all 
the fresh growth...I love sum¬ 
mer and the warmth and laid 
back atmosphere but I seem 
to be feeling refreshed in 
every autumn as harvest 
winds down and the wind 


blows the cobwebs from my 

I have been looking at the 
idea of sustainable land¬ 
scape. That means function, 
low maintenance and 
drought-tolerant growth. 
Add to this the ideas of 
blending vegetables and fruit 
in the growing season and I 
think we could have some 
unique designs. 

I will be researching these 
ideas as the weather closes 


in and I can no longer find 
excuses to be outdoors. 

In many urban centers the 
idea of sustainable growth is 
becoming a necessity. 
Recalling our litde apartment 
while I attended school in 
downtown Toronto, I was 
rather impressed with the 
“little urban” gardens on the 
balconies and the plant life 
inside each apartment in our 
circle of friends. It would 
seem that we have an inner 


desire to connect with plant 
life even in small and not so 
natural environments. 

As I work in many outside 
areas and focus on sustain¬ 
ing plants and growing seeds 
in the greenhouse, it seems 
a natural transition to com¬ 
bine beauty of eye with sus¬ 
taining life. 

I know you will share your 
thoughts and these concepts 
will enlarge. I’ll pass along a 
few of my views and maybe 


we can change just one habit 
or method and we can make 
a difference in sustaining 
life. 

The first thought is the true 
grit of dirt and compost. As 
the weather cools, the soil 
continues to be active and so 
we can amend it in the 
autumn and it will continue 
to 'work away’ as the season 
progresses. No harm to add 
fresh soil in places if you 
want. In almost every space 
we can work in a little com¬ 
post. I have been using the 
worn and dry leaves of plants 
and spent blooms and a little 
dried out soil in an area that 
was pretty depleted. It has 
taken almost three years but 
these litde addidons have 
finally paid dividends this 
year. The area is very nice to 
work and plant in now. A 
small change in my habit of 
what I saved and what was 
let go and the change is 
nodceable in the growth of 
my plants. 

In my mind is the marriage 
of function and beauty. 
Earlier in the spring we talk¬ 
ed about the use of colour 
and I am a great fan of tex¬ 
ture as well. I also love to 
combine heights and give 
the garden a look of layers 
from the smallest to the tall¬ 
est. Even the herbs and veg¬ 
gies can be worked into this 
scheme. I just tend to keep 
those close to the stepping 
stones for ease of harvest. 

Thirdly, there is the change 
in seasons to consider. That 
tamarack that looks so lovely 
in its green in the spring has 
a stunning appearance in the 
autumn with its feathery 
golden tones. That red twig 
dogwood will give life in the 


winter white. Those conifers 
lend strength and form and a 
nesting and sheltering place 
for the wee birdies. I tend to 
bring in the hard scape with 
stones (or rocks I can barely 
lift) from our bush in the 
Canadian Shield. They are 
the low maintenance factor 
for sure!. And a stopping 
place for seeds and suste¬ 
nance for winged friends and 
those busy furry squirrels. 

I am not the greatest fan of 
ornamental grasses but I 
know they function as food 
for many winged friends and 
in a limited use (just my 
view) can add an interesting 
impact in the garden. I have 
a good friend in London, 
Ontario that had me rede¬ 
sign her yard with as many 
ornamental grasses and vari¬ 
eties as we could find. I did 
persuade her to have a few 
low growing shrubs and 
perennials for visual impact, 
but truly when the garden 
was complete there was a 
restful atmosphere that came 
primarily from the grasses. 
That was an excellent grow¬ 
ing experience for me. 

So as we continue to clean 
up and sweep up and enjoy 
the lovely sunshine that 
comes our way, we can plan 
and grow in our views. 
Keeping our eyes(with pro¬ 
tection) on the skies on Oct. 
23 near sunset we may be 
able to see a partial solar 
eclipse maybe one more har¬ 
vest moon after that. 

Until next week, enjoy the 
views, the season and the 
sharing, caring community 
and keep growing.

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Men take walk a mile in their shoes

By the time he neared the 
end of his mile-long walk 
Saturday morning. Rich 
Landriault wasn’t sure he 
was going to make it. 

It wasn't just that his feet 
hurt. Every muscle in his 
body ached. 

“Everything hurts," the 
Hamilton man said, 
moments after finishing his 
tour around the Pen Centre 
shopping mall as part of the 
Walk a Mile in Her Shoes 
event to support Gillian’s 
Place women’s shelter. 

“That was so much more 
difficult than I expected. It’s 
like a workout.” 

Landriault came to St. 
Catharines to join the team 
of walkers put together by 
Tory Gillespie of Thorold, to 
raise money for the shelter. 

Gillespie said he formed 
his group, called Judy’s 
Gendemen, for Walk a Mile 
in Her Shoes because a close 
relative had been a victim of 
domestic abuse and sup¬ 
porting the shelter was a 
way to show solidarity with 

Judy’s Gendemen, along 
with a host of other teams 
and individual men who 
donned high heels to march 
around the mall, raised 
more than $86,000 for the 
shelter. 

Nicole Regehr, commu¬ 
nity development manager 
for Gillian’s Place, said die 
money will allow the shelter 
to keep operating. The facil¬ 
ity is only 80% funded by 
government sources, leav¬ 
ing it to raise the remaining 
20%. 

However, Gillian's Place 
is in the midst of a five-year 
funding freeze, making the 
Walk a Mile event — it’s larg¬ 
est fundraising effort—all 
the more important. 

“Costs keep going up for 
everything. So this is abso¬ 
lutely vitd. When someone 
comes to the shelter and hits 
a light switch, the lights have 
to come on,” she said. 

“We have to feed 30-plus 
women and children every 
day. So we have to include 
this fundraised money in 
our budget. Without it, we 
couldn’t operate.” 

The total for Saturday’s 
event was down from last 
year’s $125,000, but Regehr 
said 2013 may have been an

Chemical emissions 
from Niagara chemical 
plants rose slightly in 
2013 compared to the 
previous year, according 
to a report by a local con¬ 
sortium. 

Overall, chemical emis¬ 
sions at seven plants 
increased by .3% 

"Emissions were up 
slightly because produc¬ 
tion was up,” said Peter 
Collee, co-ordinator of 
the Niagara Community 
Awareness Emergency 
Response Group. 

This is the 21st year 
CAER made its emission 
and waste data, referred 
to as the National 
Emissions Reduction 
Master plan, available to 
the public. 

According to the report, 
the emissions increase 
came at a time when pro¬ 
duction levels actually 
rose by 18%. 

Collee said member 
plants are doing a good 
job at controlling emis- 

"Production was up 
18%," he explained. “If 
they weren’t doing a good 
job, the emissions would 
have gone up the same 
amount." 

Despite the overall 
increase in emissions, the 
ratio of chemical emis¬ 
sions per kilogram of pro¬ 
duction dropped by about 
14% from 2012. 

“There is a continuous 
downward trend of emis¬ 
sions per kilogram of pro¬ 
duction,” he said. 

“And, combustion emis¬ 
sion levels per kilogram 
of production continue to

While there was a 3% 
increase in chemical 
wastes in 2013, Collee 
explained, chemical 
wastes were sometimes 
accumulated over time 
and then sent for treat- 

Also, greenhouse gases 
per kilogram of produc¬ 
tion were reduced by 19% 
from 2012. 

Combustion emissions, 
which are tied directly to 
production levels and 
heating requirements, 
decreased by 3% from 
previous year despite 
higher production levels. 

The report includes a 
list of 19 chemicals emit¬ 
ted by the companies into 
local waters and air 
including nitrogenous 
material, ammonia and 

The seven companies in 
CAER’s group are 
Chemtrade Logistics Inc. 
Cytec Canada Inc., Durez 
Canada Company Ltd., 
Kemira Chemicals 
Canada Inc., Mancuso 
Chemicals Ltd., Oxy 
Vinyls Canada Co., and 
Photech Environmental 
Solutions. 

In 2013, the seven com¬ 
panies employed 369 
people and had a com¬ 
bined payroll of more 
than $33 million, with 
sales of over $447 mil¬ 
lion.

It’s a story of 
the missing boy's best friend 
and the missing boys moth¬ 
er.” 

“The inspiration for the

kept them. My father-in-law 
told me how dangerous it 
was. ... If his uncle was 
caught 'stealing from his 
country; the repercussions 
would have been very seri¬ 
ous. ... It got me thinking, 
‘what if some teenagers kept 
the coins?”’ 

Lundrigan had some 
problems to work out when 
tackling a story about for¬ 
mer Yugoslavia. “The coun¬ 
try no longer really exists, so 
I haven’t had the chance to 
visit there. I had to do a bit 
of research to do.” 

“It was extremely chal¬ 
lenging. I grew up in 
Newfoundland and I was 
familiar with the culture and 
they way they speak, the 
dynamic of that province 


but this... it was very daunt¬ 
ing, and more than once I 
asked 'What am I doing?’ 

Yet she was encouraged 
by the people she shared the 
story with that it was an 
accurate depiction of the 
country.

“My husband’s cousin 
was quite instrumental. She

When Amanda Wilson 
saw the bite on her arm last 
year, it looked like a bulls 
eye. 

Wilson didn’t think much 
about it. She thought it was 
just an insect bite. 

It wasn’t until Wilson 
attended the races at 
Merrittville Speedway with 
her family one summer’s 
night that she became con¬ 
cerned about the bite. 

“The EMS worker stand¬ 
ing by the snack bar said 
‘You better get that checked 
out.' He was concerned it 
was something serious." 

It was a tick bite. 

And the tick that bit 
Wilson was infected with 
Lyme Disease. 

It took many months, and 
two negative tests before 
Wilson tested positive with 
Lyme Disease, a neurologi¬ 
cal condition caused by bac¬ 
teria from a tick bite. 

"I had two tests done in 
Canada that came back neg¬ 
ative before I sent away for a 
western blot test in the U.S.” 

The Diagnosis was diffi¬ 
cult for Wilson and her fam¬ 
ily to believe. It was a life 
altering diagnosis. 

“I have problems with my 
vision and my equilibrium,” 
Wilson said. “I went back 
and fourth to specialists. I 
had a stiff neck and I was 
doing massage. But nothing 
I did was working.” 

Wilson no longer drives a 
car, and spends much of her 
days in bed because of pain. 
She adheres to a strict diet 
free from alcohol, caffeine, 
sugar, and gluten and takes 
sue medications three times 
a day and 14 supplements at 
mealtime. 

Wilson said Lyme disease 
is difficult to diagnose

because its symptoms aren’t 
specific and are often found 
in other conditions. 

In some cases, Lyme 
Disease can co-exist with 
other diseases. 

Before she tested positive 
for Lyme Disease, Wilson 
was diagnosed with chronic 
fatigue and fibromyalgia. 
She said doctors also 
thought she could be suffer¬ 
ing from Amyotrophic later¬ 
al sclerosis, or multiple scle- 

When Wilson was finally 
diagnosed, she was plan¬ 
ning her 40th birthday party 
with her husband, Jeff. 

“We were planning to go 
away on vacation to cele¬ 
brate,” Wilson said about 
making plans for her hus¬ 
band's birthday. 

“I've been told I won’t be 
traveling anywhere for a 
long time. 

Wilson was also diag¬ 
nosed with a brain tumor 
and required emergency 
brain surgery in Toronto this 

She said she believes hav¬ 
ing Lyme Disease may be 
related to her cancer. 


Due to her health con¬ 
cerns, Wilson has put her 
job on hold and has emp¬ 
tied her savings paying for 
treatment. 

Wilson said her treatment 
is ongoing and costs on 
average between $ 2,000 to 
$2,500 per week. Although a 
diagnosis has finally given 
Wilson some relief, she and 
her family are faced with the 
challenge of seeking treat¬ 
ment for her Lyme Disease 


in the U.S. because the dis¬ 
ease isn’t officially recog¬ 
nized in Canada. 

Wilson’s family and 
friends are hosting a fund¬ 
raiser for her on Oct. 25 at 
the Royal Canadian Legion, 
228 Southmill St. in 
Ridgeway. 

Wilson said she is grateful 
for her loved ones, who want 
to help raise funds for her 
treatment. 

“Jeff and I don’t like to ask 


for charity, but we have 
nothing else." 

Let’s Fight Lyme Disease 
will run from 7 p.m. to 1 a.m. 
and tickets are $5 per per- 

The fundraiser will fea¬ 
ture food, prizes, 50/50 
draws and music. 

Wilson is hoping the pub¬ 
lic will learn more about 
Lyme Disease and her 
friends are using the fund¬ 
raiser to spread awareness. 


“We’ll have an informa¬ 
tion booth there to educate 
people," Wilson said. 

“Lyme Disease affects 
every part of your body and 
it can lay dormant forever 
until it finally decides to 
unleash itself.

When you are diagnosed 
with the 'C word,’ it is fright¬ 
ening to hear it. 

When Nancy Ryan was 
diagnosed with breast can¬ 
cer at the age of 42, she says 
she was afraid for her life. 
After undergoing a mam¬ 
mogram, a lumpectomy, a 
mastectomy, and seven 
months of chemo treat¬ 
ments, Ryan was given a 
clean bill of health. 

Ryan will celebrate 20 
years of being cancer free 
next May. Although she is 
healthy, Ryan hasn't forgot¬ 
ten her journey to rid herself 
of cancer. The possibility of 
cancer remains in the back 
of her mind. 

But Ryan has taken a dark 
time in her life and turned it 
into a way to help other 
women. She participates in 
the Relay For Life that is held 
each year on Pride Field at 
Ridgeway-Crystal Beach 
High School. 

“I walk the survivor’s walk 
each year and I am proud to 
be a survivor.” 

Ryan is a volunteer for the 
Cancer Connection, a free 
peer support service that 
connects people living with 
cancer and caregivers with 
cancer survivors. 

Anger, helplessness and 
fear are all emotions that 
cancer patients feel while 
undergoing treatment. Ryan 
said she is able to provide 
emotional support to cancer 
patients during some of 
their darkest times. 

“It’s true that until you 
have walked in those shoes, 
you don’t know how that 
person feels,” she said. 

“I tell my story to others 
with cancer because having 
cancer doesn’t necessarily 
mean a death sentence. 


Question: When were you 
diagnosed with breast can¬ 
cer? 

Answer: It was in May of 
1975. I literally did a self¬ 
breast exam in the shower 
and I had a house full of 
company coming over. 
When I got out of the shower 
and I looked up, I saw a 
shadow in the mirror. I 
looked down and I saw the 
shadow was coming from 


Q: What did it look like? 

A: It was sunken in, like the 
breast was being pulled 
from the inside. It's kind of 
like an orange with a dimple 
in it. It wasn’t there the night 
before—It literally hap¬ 
pened over night. It was the 
May 2-4 weekend so I 
couldn’t get in to see a doc¬ 
tor until Tuesday. It was the 
longest weekend of my life. 

Q: What stage of cancer did 
you have? 

A: I was stage two and the 
cancer cells had moved from 
the primary spot and into 
my lymph nodes. 

Q: When you were diag¬ 
nosed, what was your first 
thought about having can- 

A: It was so very scary. At the 
time, I had a 12 year-old 
child and a 14 year-old teen 
at home. My first thought 
was I wanted to see them 
grow up. I wanted to get bet¬ 
ter and my primary goal was 
to be there for my family. 

Q: What goes through the 
mind of someone who is 
dealing with cancer? 


A: The fear of mortality. A: 
A: Even 20 years ago, the big 
‘C’ word was a scary word. 
The drugs I took were new 
at the time. I had a cocktail 
of three different drugs and I 
was told taking them would 
increase my chance of sur¬ 
vival by 10%. I thought to 
myself, that’s 10% more than 
I had a minute ago. 

Q: Why did you only have 
one breast removed? 
Weren’t you concerned 
about having cancer in your 
other breast? 

A: I’m not immune to can¬ 
cer. I could get it in my toe, 
or my other breast. It's 
always in the back of my 
mind. But I wasn’t consid¬ 
ered a high risk for being 


diagnosed with it again. 
There was never anyone in 
my family. None of my 
aunts, or my mother was 
diagnosed with breast can- 


Q: If breast cancer hadn’t 
impacted your family before, 

why did you do regular self¬ 
breast exams? 

A: I’m not entirely sure. I 
think I did it because I 
believe you have to be your 
own advocate for your body. 
You have to leam about your 
own body and notice any of 
the changes that happen. 
My changes came up over 
night and it was bizarre the 
way it happened. 

Q: How did your battle with 


cancer affect you as a 
woman? 

A: The prosthesis. Every 
time I put it in my bra it feels 
like a knife cutting through 
me. But it quickly dissi- 

Q: How did you move past 
the pain of losing your 
breast? 

A: It’s surprising how many 
people ask that question.

Western medicine verses 
eastern medicine—The two 
worlds seem to be coming 
closer as more and more 
people are exploring alter¬ 
native medicine. 

Not only are Ontario citi¬ 
zens exploring alternatives 
such as acupuncture, so is 
the government and insur¬ 
ance companies. As of April 
2013, insurance companies 
now recognize registered 
acupuncturists under cer¬ 
tain plans the same way 
massage therapists are. 

This new legislation can 
only protect the public 
according to A1 Kwan, regis¬ 
tered acupuncturist and 
registered traditional 
Chinese medicine practitio¬ 
ner. Kwan has been lobby¬ 
ing the provincial govern¬ 
ment to recognize acupunc¬ 
turists as health care provid¬ 
ers and says he is “glad poli¬ 
ticians opened up their 
minds.” 

People in Fort Erie will 
also have the opportunity to 
see Kwan at Nino D’Ambra 
Hair and Aesthetics. Maria 
Costa, part owner of the 
salon says they wanted to 
have someone complement 
their services. "We all work 
great as a team and educate 
both our clients in the ser¬ 
vices we all provide. It is 
both beneficial to A1 Kwan 
and Nino D’Ambra salon," 
she says. 

A third generation acu¬ 
puncturist and traditional 
Chinese medical practitio¬ 
ner, Kwan says his mission is 
to bridge the gap between 
what he practices and what 
is considered the norm in 
Ontario. Practicing at four 
different locations (Toronto, 
BeamsviUe, Haliburton, Fort 


Erie) he can bring aware¬ 
ness and as he says benefit 
as many Ontarians as possi¬ 
ble. 

“People are more holistic 
these days. Many drugs have 
side effects,” he says. 
“Acupuncture is the cham¬ 
pion of therapies. It’s the 
fountain of youth.” 

Acupuncture is a tech¬ 
nique in which practitioners 
stimulate specific points on 
the body, most often by 
inserting thin needles 
through the skin. 

This technique can help 
alleviate muscle pain, rheu¬ 
matoid arthritis, phantom 
pain, insomnia, migraines, 
diabetes and even help to 
quit smoking. Kwan says 
anyone from RCMP officers 
to anyone with a high-stress 
job can benefit from acu¬ 
puncture. He has treated 
people who have been para¬ 
lyzed due to stroke, to peo¬ 
ple who suffer from post 
traumatic stress disorder. 

Kwan says he has been 
inspired to help people since 
he was a litde boy in Hong 
Kong watching his parents 
do the same. He has carried 
on the tradition and even 
the name of his Toronto 
office is after his late father 
who was a founding mem¬ 
ber of the Canadian Society 
of Chinese Medicine and 
Acupuncture.

Breast cancer screening 
is on the rise in Niagara 


Niagara Health System 
offers three fullservice

Screening saves lives. 

And it seems women in Niagara are 
beginning to get the message. 

The number of women in the region 
being screened for breast cancer is on 
the rise, and the local health system is 
doing what it can to ensure the trend 
will continue. 

Since 2011, the number of patients in 
Niagara Health System’s target group 
—ages 50 to 74 —receiving breast 
screenings has risen by about 15%. 

A total of 22,039 patients were 
screened over the 2013-14 fiscal year 
compared to 20,307 in 2012-13 and 
19,293 in 2011-12. 

The NHS has three fullservice 
Ontario Breast Screening Program 
centres and assessment climes in 
Welland, St. Catharines and Niagara 
Falls. OBSP satellite clinics are also 
available in Port Colbome and Fort 
Erie. 

Despite promotion of the important 
screening program and other efforts to 
bring eligible women through hospital 
doors, there remains about 13,600 
females in Niagara who should be get¬ 
ting screened but aren’t, hospital offi¬ 
cials say. 

Breast cancer is the most common 
cancer among Canadian women, with 
one in nine diagnosed in their lifetime, 
said Dr. Janice Giesbrecht, medical 
director of the NHS’s oncology pro¬ 
gram. 

"One of the very positive messages is 
that since the 1980s, death from breast 
cancer has been decreasing,” she said. 

That, she said, is due in part to better 
treatments now available, but also 
owing to growing public awareness of 
the importance of regular screening, 
which can detect an issue early on. 

Giesbrecht called routine mammo¬ 
grams key to the health of women 
between the ages of 50 and 74 in detect¬ 
ing cancer early, increasing the num¬ 
ber of treatment options and improv¬ 
ing the chance for survival. 


Breast cancer facts 

• In 2014, it’s estimated 9,500 
Ontario women will be diagnosed 
with breast cancer and 1,950 will 
die from the disease. 

• Breast cancer survival rates are 
among the highest for all cancers 
in Ontario. 

• Breast cancer occurs primarily in 
women ages 50-74 (57% of cases). 

• Most women diagnosed with 
breast cancer have no family his¬ 
tory of the disease. 

• Women ages 50-74 are encour¬ 
aged to be screened for breast can¬ 
cer every two years with mammog-

While Niagara has “come a long way" 
in encouraging regular screening, 
Giesbrecht said, there is “still a lot of 
work to do” to ensure more women 
take advantage of the service. 

“Are we satisfied with 60 to 70% of 
our women being screened? Why not 
90%?” she said. 

"We’d like to be at 100% of eligible 
patients.” 

Some of the factors that might be 
preventing women from getting 
screened include cultural, language 
and socioeconomic barriers, 
Giesbrecht said. The NHS, she added, 
is working to reach women in these 
groups and target under-screened 

A "high risk protocol" is also in place 
that allows women as young as 30 to 
undergo screening with a doctor’s 
referral, Giesbrecht said. 

The patients must first undergo a 
risk assessment, which looks at their 
family medical history and tests for 
genetic mutations that could increase 
their risk of being diagnosed with the 
disease. 

Women ages 50 to 74 can make an 
appointment at an OBSP site without a 
doctor’s referral. For more information 
on NHS breast screening program, 
phone 905- 378-4647 or visit www.

ZOSTAVAX: PREVENT SHINGLES 

Shingles is caused by the same vims that causes chickenpox (varicella-zoster 
virus). After the chickenpox blisters heal, the vims remains dormant in nerve cells 
in your body.

This vaccine was found to 
reduce the risk of developing shingles by about 50-70% (depending on your age) 
within the first year after receiving the vaccine. 

Zostavax is safe for most people, however it should not be used by anyone who:
